The ex posu re, work of a priv ate 
bu siness information organization, reached 
an ex tremely limited clientele and cannot 
be generally circu lated. This is u nfortu n­ 
ate becau se ev ery thinking person shou ld 
know and be able to recognize CP tactics. 
In v iew of the high interest, I will endeav or 
to fu rnish briefly some of the recognized 
strategies from my own recollection, with 
su ggestions as to methods of detection and 
cou nteraction, as follows: 
An official of a foreign dictatorial gov ­ 
ernment has been qu oted as defining the 
aims of 
CP action 
in one 
sentence, like 
j this: “We who fight for the new right, 
for 
ou r right, 
cannot distu rb 
ou rselv es 
abou t the old right which we want to de­ 
story , 
any more 
than a 
soldier on 
the 
battlefield can bother abou t the life of 
the foe he is 
facing.” This pu rpose 
is a 
qu asi religion. As its zealots are a minor­ 
ity , it works primarily by indirection to 
indu ce majorities to u ndertake leadership 
for its pu rposes. This is its basic principle 
and basic scheme. 
Ex ample: The Socialist magazine “New 
Leader 
of April 27 , dedicated to an ex ­ 
pose of all totalitarian enemies of democ­ 
racy , (meaning the Commu nists primarily ) 
charges th at the 
Harold 
Ickes— Jam es 
Roosev elt organization of an independent 
committee of the arts, sciences and pro­ 
fessions (I C A S P), is loaded with men 
and women who hav e lent their names to 
the most prominent Commu nist front or­ 
ganizations of past y ears. It names the 
people inv olv ed. 
Nu cleu s of CP organization is a “cell” . 
It is composed of from three or fou r to a 
dozen party members who join all organ­ 
izations which can be u sed for their pu r­ 
poses. I hey specialize in labor u nions and 
propaganda ox political mov ement organ­ 
izations. Nex t higher regime is a “section”, 
which inclu des party members of a state, 
region or district. 
I he CP 
men u se 
many methods 
to 
wield their influ ence in these v ariou s or­ 
ganizations, bu t they are all v ariations of 
two recognized steps: (a) not being able 
I to control a majority , the CP men get to­ 
gether to install a secretary or board mem­ 
ber thu s to attain inner knowledge and in­ 
flu ence, (b) they appeal to the American! 
j sense of ju stice on issu es, withou t open- 
| ju g their own minds to ou r theory of ev en­ 
handed ju stice. They thu s get others to 
lead their political fights. 
Ex ample: Robert Brown in Editor & 
Pu blisher, April 27 th, measu res the differ­ 
ence in ideals of ju stice by telling resu lts 
of his interv iew with a Sov iet jou rnalist 
trav eling 
in this 
cou ntry . The 
Ru ssian 
cou ld not u nderstand ou r 17 50 different 
newspapers with different editors ex press­ 
ing their own ideas. Brown tried to point 
ou t that \ oltaire, who is respected in 
Ru ssia, once said: ‘J may not agree with 
what y ou lay , bu t I wrill defend u nto death 
\ ou i light to say it. 
The Ru ssian jou rnal­ 
ist 
thereu pon 
interpreted 
Voltaire 
as 
meaning a man cou ld say w hat he wished 
ex cept to ex press Fascist propaganda.” 
Mr. Brown conclu ded: “After a few more 
lou nd-abou t way s of try ing to impress him 
with what ou r editorial freedom meant, 
we ga\e u p. There is a basic difference in i 
tile Ru ssian and American conception of 
“freedom.” So also with ju stice.

C au se of Scurvy 


I t HERMAN N. IUNDESEN, M.D. 


THERE is no reason why any- 
body in this day and age should 
have scurvy, a disease which in 
times past so often proved fatal to 
sailors on long voyages or soldiers 
held for months in beleaguered 
towns where they were unable to 
get fresh food. 
Then, this disorder was a mys­ 
tery. Medical science had not yet 
been able to trace its many symp­ 
toms, such as tenderness of the 
muscles, spongy gums, bleeding 
into the 
skin 
and progressive 
weakness, to the lack of one small 
element in the diet. 


Vitamin C Lark 
Today, we know not only that it 
is caused by lack of vitamin 
C but 
that administration 
of 
proper 
amounts of this lame substance 
will cure or prevent it entirely. 
Thus, it is a pity that so many 
cases of scurvy still occur, partic­ 
ularly among babies, because of 
failure to supply them with enough 
of this essential vitamin. 
Dr. Mark F. Osterlin of Michi­ 
gan noted 24 babies with scurvy 
during 3943 and 1944. Of a total 
of 6 8 babies with scurvy seen by 
him in a seven-year period, 7 were 
under six months of age, 58 be­ 
tween six months and a year, and 
3 were more than a year old. 
Scurvy’, then, is a disease that 
occurs most frequently during the 
latter half of the first year of life. 
At this time the baby is likely to be 
receiving a milk mixture without 
getting enough vitamin C from 
such foods as orange juice, tomato 
juice, and vegetables. 


Twenty-four had received insuf­ 
ficient amounts of orange juice, 
gem rig only one teaspoonful a day, 
or the juice of one orange two or 
three times a week. 
In one case, the mother had 
heated the orange juice before giv­ 
ing it to the baby. Of course, heat­ 
ing orange juice causes the vita­ 
min C in it to combine with oxygen 
in the air and thus destroy most 
of it. 
It is also interesting to note that 
only two of the babies had been 
breastfed and these for only two 
or three months. The breastfed 
baby receives vitamin C in the 
breast milk. 


Tablet Form 
Of the 6 8 cases of scurvy seen by 
Dr. Osterlin, 40 of the infants had 
neither orange juice, nor tomato 
juice, nor were they given vitamin 
C or ascorbic acid in tablet form. 
Four of the babies refused to take 
the orange juice or vomited it. 


Babies’ Symptoms 
The symptoms which these In­ 
fan ts had consisted of irritability, 
pain on movement, poor appetite, 
vomiting, diarrhea and sore mouth. 
When tile babies were examined it 
was found that there was tender­ 
ness of the muscles, some swelling 
and bleeding of the gums, paleness 
and bleeding into the skin. 
A change in the bones known as 
scorbutic rosary was present in 
most cases. This consisted of a 
sharp ridge which could be felt on 
the ribs along the front of the 
chest. 
Doctors know the importance of 
starting foods in the infant’s dict 
during the first month of life, 
which will prevent scurvy. Even 
though the baby is breastfed and 
gets 
some 
vitamin 
C 
in 
the 
mother’s milk, additional vitamin 
C should be given in the form of 
orange juice or tomato juice and, 
of course, all bottle-fed babies 
must receive one or the other of 
these foods. 
If for some reason the baby is 
unable to take enough orange juice 
or tomato juice, tablets of vitamin 
C prescribed by the physician can 
be utilized. There is no good rea­ 
son why any baby should have 
scurvy.

Today, w* know not only that it 
ia caused by lack of vitamin C but 
th a t 
adm inistration 
of 
proper 
amount* of this same substance 
will cure or prevent it entirely. 
Thus, it is a pity th at so many 
cases of scurvy still occur, partic­ 
ularly among babies, because of 
failure to supply them with enough 
of this e-sential vitam in. 
Dr. Mark F. Osterlin of Michi­ 
gan noted 21 babies with scurvy 
during 1943 and 1914. Of a total 
of 68 babies with scurvy seen by 
him in a seven-year period, 7 were 
under six months of age, 58 be­ 
tween six months and a year, and 
3 were more than a year old. 
Scurvy, then, is a disease th at 
occurs most frequently during the 
latter half of the first year of life. 
At this time the baby is likely to be 
receiving a milk m ixture without 
getting enough vitamin C from 
such foods as orange juice, tomato 
juice, and vegetables. 


Tablet Form 
Of the BM cases of scurvy seen ny 
Dr. Oater!*n, 40 of the infants had 
neither orange juice, nor tomato 
juice, nor were they given vitamin 
C or ascorbic acid in tablet form. 
Four of th# babies refused to take 
the orange juice or vomited it. 


Twentv-four had received invuf- 
ficient amounts of orange juice, 
getting only one teaspoonful a day, 
or the juice of one orange two or 
three times a week. 
In one ease, th# mother had 
bested the orange juice before giv­ 
ing it to the baby. Of course, heat­ 
ing orange juice m aam the vita­ 
min C in it to combine with oxygen 
in the air and thus destroy most 
of it. 
It is also interesting to note that 
only two of the babies had been 
breastfed and these for only two 
or three months. T V brea tfed 
baby receive* vitamin C in th# 
breast milk, 


Babies* Symptoms 
The symptoms which these In­ 
fants had consisted of irritability, 
pain on movement, poor appetite, 
vomiting, diarrhea and sore mouth, 
W'hen the babies were examined it 
was found th at there was tender­ 
ness of the muscle*, some swelling 
and bleeding of the gums, paleness 
and bleeding into tha skin. 
A change in the bones known as 
scorbutic rosary was present in 
most cases. This consisted of a 
sharp ridge which could be felt on 
the riba along the front of the 
chest. 
Doctors know the importance of 
starting foods in the infant’* dict 
during the first month of life, 
which will prevent scurvy. Even

C should be given in the form of 
orange juice '*r tomato juice and, 
of course, all bottle-fed babies 
m ust receive one or the other of 
these foods. 
If for some reason the baby is 
unable to take enough orange juica 
or tomato juice, tablets of vitamin 
C prescribed by the physician can 
be utilized. There is no good rea­ 
son why any baby should have 
scurvy.

ing red or y ellow, black-spotted 
lady -bugs, and when y ou do be 
kind to them, for they are friends 
and allies of all gardeners. 
Lady -bugs 
are 
usually 
seen 
running excitedly over the stems 
or under sides of leaves of plants, 
as illustrates in the accompany ­ 
ing Garden-Graph. 
They search 
out and devour the aphids or 
plant-lice which drain the life sap 
of plants. 
Green, y ellow, red, or black 
aphids are not all eaten with 
equal gusto, for the lady -bugs of 
different species have cultivated 
different tastes for light or dark 
meat. The eater of green aohids 
has to be pretty hungry before 
it can .relish a black one. 
But 
when 
they h av e found their 
favorite food it la surprising to 


see what little gourmands lady ­ 
bugs are. 
Aphid after aphid is 
seized, torn to bits and devoured. 
There are a great many dif­ 
ferent species of lady -bugs, but 
unlike many other families, in-» 
sect or human, they all have a 
strong family resemblance. They 
are all flat on the bottom and 
convex on the top; some are 
shaped like a half orange, others 
like the longitudinal half of 
a 
lemon. Some are red or y ellow 
with black spots and some are 
black with red or y ellow spots. 
In general the red and y ellow 
lady -bugs feed on aphids, and the 
black ones feed on scale insects. 
In was Australian lady -bugs 
imported Into California in 1888 
that checked the ravages of the 
cottony cushion-scale and saved 
the citrus industry of that state 
from destruction.

Be Kind to Lady-Bugs in Garden

They search 
out and devour the aphids or 
plant-lice which drain the life sap 
of plants. 
Green, yellow, red, or black 
aphids are not all eaten with 
equal gusto, for the lady-bugs of 
different species have cultivated 
different tastes for light or dsrk 
meat. The eater of green sohids 
has to be pretty hungry before 
It can relish a black one. But

bugs are. Aphid after aphid is 
seized, torn to bits and devoured. 
There are a great many dif­ 
ferent species of lady-bugs, but 
unlike many other families, im 
sect or human, they all have a 
strong family resemblance. They 
are all flat on the bottom and 
convex on th# top; some are 
shaped like a half orange, others 
like the longitudinal half of a 
lemon. Some are red or yellow 
with black spots and some are 
black with red or yellow spots.

TO THE EXTENT that -hey 
destroy harmful Insects, moles 
are beneficial to the farmer, but 
they are underground enemies of 
well-k ept lawns. 
In digging their underground 
hunting paths, moles do consider­ 
able damage by heav ing up the 
soil, which causes the grass to 
dry out quick ly. 
When a mole is liv ing in a 
lawn, it cannot conceal ev idence 
of its presence. Ridges or con­ 
spicuous mounds plainly Indicate 
the runways, as illustrated In the 
accompanying Garden-Graph. 
There are sev eral ways to k ill 
or driv e moles away. The most 
modern way to k ill moles is by 
the use of poison gas. 
The procedure is as follows:

Moles, Underground Enemies of Lawns

TO THE EXTENT that .hey 
destroy harm ful 
insects, 
moles 
are beneficial to the farm er, but 
they are underground enemies of 
well-kept lawns. 
In digging their underground 
hunting paths, mole# do consider­ 
able dam age by heaving up the 
soil, which causes the grass to 
dry out quickly. 
When a mole la living In a 
lawn, it cannot conceal evidence 
of its presence. Ridges or con­ 
spicuous mounds plainly indicate 
the runways, as illustrated In the 
accompanying Garden-Graph. 
There are several w ays to kill 
or drive moles away. The most 
modern way to kill moles is by 
the use of poison gas. 
The procedure is ss follows: 


Dig holes into the mole run, lour 
to six feet apart, as illustrated. 
Place a teaspoonful of carbon bi­ 
sulphide or calcium cyanide in 
these holes, being careful to close 
the 
openings 
without 
tam ping 
them down. Am both these sub­ 
stances are poisonous and the 
first mentioned inflammable, care 
m qst be used In handling. 
Placing 
casior-beans 
in 
the 
runs will also poison either moles 
or mice which eat them . 
There are several type# of ef­ 
fective mole trap s on the m arket 
which can be useful to catch 
them . 
A fter one is certain th a t moles 
have been killed, iron out the 
disfiguring ridges in the lawn by 
use of a heavy lawn roller.
